The map Is of the metropolitan dis- 
trict of London, embracing an area of 
115 square miles, and every| house, 
shop and piece of-property In that 
area Is shown. Nearly 40.000 separate 
estates ore listed. 


• Some curious and Interesting facts 
about London landlords are shown by 
Uie great map. The wealthiest estate 
Is that of the duke of Westminster, 
400 acres, with a rent roll of $15.000.- 
000 per year. This Is not by any means 
the largest estate In London, however, 
though Its location makes It the most 
valuable. In South Fxindon is one es- 
tate which covers four square miles, 
and there are several exceeding two 
snu.ire miles. Lord Howard de Wal- 
dtn's estate hrlnss In rents to the 
amount of S10.00il.000 per annum, and 
Ihe 2TO acres Mont-Ing to the duke of 
Heilford rent for SIO.500.000 per year. 
Ixm] Northampton, [he duke of Nor- 
folk; Lord I'ortman nnd Earl Cadogan 
each own around 200 acres of city 
property, and their rents run from 
about So.OOO.OOO to $3,000,000 per year 
each.

ress and order.

anti-American.

much to obstntct our action during 
tiie war. 
The other, "Pancho" Villa,

THE DISPOSAL OF UUBIUSH 


One of the problems before a grow 


ing town is how to dispose of rubbisl 
without creating eyesores. Many com 
munitics have spoiled some of thci 
prettiest locations by allowing then 
to be used as dump grounds for ashes 
tin cans, old bottles, and other rub 
bish. 


These habits of city nnd village life 


need to be carefully supervised by offi- 
cials interested in developing a beau- 
tiful community. Any place which is 
to be permanently used for dumping 
should be so screened ns not to be 
noticeable from the public highways. 
This can be arranged by planting 
quick growing trees. 


THe development of building lots 


by filling them in with refuse needs 
regulation. • If such development can 
bo carried through promptly it should 
perhaps be permitted. But land own- 
ers should not be permitted to disfig- 
ure a neighborhood 
for a term of 


years.

One feature is al- 
most sure to be manifest during the 
period June 10 to July 1; a decided 
change to higher temperatures and 
before we get through the summer'we 
will be longing for cooler weather. 
This will be general east of Rockies' 
crest but it is almost unjvcrsally true 
that long periods of high tempera- 
tures east of Rockies bring corre- 
sponding low temperatures west of 
trie great ridge. 


Storm forces arc expected to be 


weakei .during balance of June than 
they were for the three weeks previ- 
ous to June 10 and temperatures arc 
expected to rise from June 10 to July 
1 more than the season 
suggests. 


Moisture for balance of this season 
will largely come from the northern 
part of the Atlantic and feed iiito the 
lows as they come from the north- 
west. In turn this condition will call 
for much warm air from the Gulf of 
Mexico and Caribbean Sea to move 
northward east of Rockies and colder 
air to move southward west of Rock- 
ies. Renders are expected to remem- 
'bpr these statements in order that 
they may better understand future 
forecasts. 


Most severe stormes of the next six 


months will be during the weeks ecu 
tering on July 1C, Aug. 11 nnd 25, 
Sept. 11, Oct. 3 and 25, Nov. 8, Dec. 
12. 
Such storms have much to do 


with crop weather and if you arc 
interested 
in weather events you 


should watch these Bulletins for fur- 
ther information on these storms. The 
storms predicted for week centering 
on June 5 will be due when this Bul- 
letin is published and particular, in- 
terest is centered on the predicted 
northern frosts of that week. 


Early in the season I stated that 


Moisture would be short on northerr 
Pacific slope, in southwest part ol 
great central valleys and parts ol 
Canada; that one-third of the prin- 
cipal farming sections would be too 
wet, one-third normal and one-thin 
too dry. Weather events "have provcc 
the correctness of tho forecasts. Now 
I say that the farm sections for the 
balance of the season one-third wil 
have crop weather below the ten-year 
average and two-thirds from fair to 
good crop weather.

Tho teachers of "Something better 


than Is to be found here," know as well 
as Kdnmnd Uurkc knew that the peo- 
ple will never give up their liberties 
but under some delusion. Therefore 
It Is that these teachers seek to de- 
lude. They prey with argument up- 
on the weaknesses, the cupidities and 
the passions of men. The unthinking 
are their quarry. 
They can do little 


harm If their efforts are met promptly. 
It Is the high duty of Americans so 
to meet these preachers of "that state 
made perfect because It knows no 
law." 


Burke knew the people. 
He wna 


one of the champions in the British 
parliament of the American colonies 
and of their rights. It scorns a su- 
perfluous thing to say that tho people 
will not give up their liberties unless 
they are deluded. Liberty Is tho most 
precious possession which a man has 
and therefore It Is Inconceivable that 
willingly he would part with It. The 
strength of llurke's expression lies 
in the fact thnt he said It was only 
under delusion that the people would 
give up their liberties. When the peo- 
ple arc so deluded that they will part 
with that which counts most In the 
human lifs they have reached that 
slate of decadence which will make 
It forever impossible for their genera- 
tion to recover that which has been 
lost.

THIS MONASTERY UP TO DATE 


One of the Oldest In Japan, but Is Re- 


markable for IU Spirit of 


Modernity. 


Koyasan !a gee of the oldest mon- 


asteries In Japan. Like all Japa- 
nese monasteries, It Is beautifully se- 
cluded from the sordid world by wooda 
and mountains. 
Though It Is reach- 


ed by either train or electric car, thesa 
go only to Kyoa-guchl and Hashimoto 
at the foot of the range, 
Thenco 


there Is a ten-mile walk along a wind- 
lag road, which rises for over 1,000 
feet 


In the monastery proper, modem- 


lam Is epidemic. There Is electricity 
and 
other 
modern 
Improvements. 


Though only canine beasts were tol- 
erated at Koyasan, because the local 
<Mty, who was fond of hunting, had 
promised Kobo Dalshl, the founder to 
protect his monastery, there are also 
bullocks, horses and cows there. 


The rooms in the monastery are 


neat and clean, with only wooden 
bars four Inches square to remind one 
of the nature of the place. The straw 
ff.nts, the screens and tokonoma, the 
alcove for pictures and flower arrnti(;e- 
r:.ciits, are of better material than can 
ts found at most Inns. Besides the 
c=:ial tiruzlcrs there Is n concrete fire 
box two feet square set Into Ihe mats,

The shock absorber hub of J. John 


llulr, for which a Ilrlllsb patent ex- 
tension has been sought on account of 
war neglect of the Invention, consist* 
of a loose ring of steel balls giving the 
sxle a close approach to a liquid bear- 
Ing. Its use Is slatud to make solid 
Urea as good as pneumatic, and Is ex- 
pected to reduce the running cost of 
vehicles, nnd contribute to economy In 
road construction nnd maintenance. 
An annular chamber between the hub 
proper and the body of tho wheel Is 
nearly—but not quite—filled with the 
balls. With the vehicle at rest, the 
balls at the bottom of the chamber 
support the hub; but when In motion, 
centrifugal action distributes the balls 
around the annular space, their syn> 
metry being displaced by any upward 
movement due to Jolt or road shock. 
The greater part of the shock Is Ab- 
sorbed by the change of motion of Iho 
balls.

Spinach Is one of the best crops

Sow the seeds of 
spinach In drills ] foot apart at the 
rate of 5 ounce lo 100 feet of row or 
10 to 12 pounda to the acre.' To pro- 
duce good splnncb, a rich loani which 
will give the plants a quick growth 
Is required. 
As ordinarily grown, 


spinach occupies the land during the 
autumn and winter only End docs not 
Interfere with summer cultivation. 


Spinach Is an easily grown garden 


crop, and there Is. perhaps, no other 
of Its kind that will give as good sat- 
isfaction. 
Three or four ounces of 


seed planted In the autumn after a 
summer crop has been harvested from 
the Innd, Will produce an abundance 
of greens for the average family dur- 
ing the late autumn and early spring.

Chard, or Swiss chnrd, is n beet 


which Is grown for Its foliage Instead

juring the plant. 


Chnrd Is planted about the same
